Ellsworth on Conformation 


The California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association early this year had Rex Ell-- 
worth as principal speaker for its Thor- 
oughbred Forum. For a topic Ellsworth 
was assigned feeding and breeding. The 
CTBA’s family organ. the Thoroughbred 
of California, in this month's issue printed 
the first) portion of Ellsworth’s speech. 
concerned mostly with conformation. 

Ellsworth prefaced his talk with the 
explanation that many of his opinions are 
the result of 40 years of strenuous horse- 
back riding, all of it over the rugged 
Western range. 

“Through the years.” he said, “I develop- 
ed some ideas that are still with me. but 
I don’t think theyll ever be generally 
accepted. Such as a preference for long- 
backed horses. ... 

“If you have a horse with a long body 
and he strides just one inch further than 
his competition, at the end of six furlongs 
how far ahead is he going to be, all other 
things being equal? 

“Say he picks up that stride just a 
little slower than another horse, and is 
still keeping up with him, he strides 
fewer times in the race and at the finish. 
when the payoff comes, he’s going to have 
more energy and power left. He hasn't 
been working as hard as the other, and 
he’s going to be able to outstay him... . 


Bright Eye Important 


“You hear people say that good horses 
come in all shapes. That is true, but there 
is a pattern you have to stick with if you 
want the fullest success from your method 
of selection. 

“You start with a horse’s head... . 
You can prefer a head such as we read 
about in all our books that is characteris- 
tic of the Arabian. That’s all right, but 
I'm going to leave that head alone. It 
can be whatever you want it. 

“For myself. I want a nice. bright eye. 
The rest isn’t too important to me. You 
can have lop ears. small ears. mule ears. 
Roman nose, and we see all these occasion- 
ally in a good horse. 

“But the horse with a little hog eye set 
in deep is usually a very headstrong horse. 
or so I’ve noticed. Other than that. I’ve 
seen them run about as well with almost 
any shape head. Except a very feminine. 
fine-looking head. which horses are often 
light doers and don’t do as well as those 
with more rugged heads. 

“T like a horse with a slim, keen neck. 
and I like it a bit long. However. it isn’t 
going to hurt if the neck is medium 
length. ... 

“T like a long and sloping shoulder for 


freedom and scope of action. You can 


have high or medium withers, as you like. 
but usually the high 
withers and a deep chest and a geod neck 
fitting right on the shoulder.  There’s 
such a fit there that it’s a perfect neck to 
put a collar on. [ think that’s the best 
we can look for——a slim neck fitting right 
into the shoulder. 

“And want a long back... . want 
that last rib in the barrel well back. so 
that we horse that is actually 
short coupled. which is what it means. . 

If there is a big gap back of that rib it 
denotes that the horse is a bad doer and 
not as tough. 

“To go on back. IT want a lor quarter 
that is rounded over the top from one hip 
to the other. A nice high oval. ... I like 
to see a series of curves outlining a horse. 


good horse has 


have a 


a curve over the withers. a curve in the 
back. a curve up over the croup. a nice 
slope down to the tail... . 

“T want a horse that is tall in front 
and tall behind. Sure. there has to be a 
stopping point somewhere. so miebt 
that a little swav back is preferable. U 
he’s tall in front and tall behind you've 
got to bring a horse down somewhere, but 
I've never noticed that a bit of sway back 
hurts him very much.” 


Good Bone, Good Muscle 


Other points Ellsworth made: 

1. The fore arm should be large and 
tapered to the knee. and the tendons in 
the lower leg should be showing (“Any 
horse you see with a thick leg is a horse 
that will be hard to keep sound.”) 

2. The bone should be thin and flat. 

3. For dirt racing, the pastern should 
be sloping and from medium to long in 
length. For grass racing, the pastern can 
be straighter. 

4. The horse should have a low knee, a 
short cannon bone, and low hocks. 

5. The long muscles to the fore arm and 
the stifle should be prominent. (“This 
muscle which reaches up from the elbow 
is. when relaxed. rather flabby and_pro- 
trudes. In my observation, that is a very 
important muscle. It ties right in with the 
fore arm. It lifts the leg and gives the 
horse the action he needs to carry on. A 
similar muscle ties in to the stifle. I 
think it should bulge on each side out 
wider than the hip, coming from the hip 
down. If you have a horse with the stifles 
set wider, so much the better.’’) 

Ellsworth concluded that what he was 
looking for was a horse which was long, 
tall. and broad. 

The stopping point? “Where a horse 
gets so big that he loses his action. A big 
horse should have the neat. flowing action 
that a smaller horse might have. Then 
the bigger the horse the better.” 
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and inspect our 1956 yearling 
crop. We're awfully proud of 
these yearlings. We've sent 
iour crops to the races so far and they 
have included Judy Rullah, one of the fastest 
2-year-old fillies in Chicago last year, the Breeders’ 
Futurity winner Jovial Jove, Swift Swords, Donnajack, 
Zacabell, etc. But our present crop looks as though it may be our 
best. It includes a half-brother to stakes winners 
Donnajack and Infusion, by leading sire *Nasrullah; a half-brother 
to Judy Rullah, by Errard: a half-brother to Jovial Jove, 
by Citation: and other yearlings by such sires as Olympia, 
Revoked, War Jeep. *Noor, Sun Again, and Mr. Trouble.

LOUISIANA 


One-Way Compromise 


The prosperity of Thoroughbred racing 
in Louisiana hung in the balance this week 
as the state legislature pondered Gov. 
Earl Long’s request for a substantial in- 
crease in the pari-mutuel tax. 

The bill. as it was reported out of a 
House Ways and Means Committee. called 
for an increase in the take-out from 13 to 
17 per cent. The measure was to get its 
first reading on Wednesday, June 12. 

Observers close to the scene in New 
Orleans told The Blood-Horse that oppon- 
ents of the governor had attempted to 
compromise for a 2-per-cent increase in 
the tax. It was reported that the governor 
had agreed to settle for 3 per cent and 
that he would drop his request for an 
additional 20-per-cent tax on admissions. 
lt was the feeling in New Orleans that the 
House would go along with the governor. 
In this event the measure could be passed 
by the Senate before the week-end. 

The governor’s 4-per-cent bill was intro- 
duced in the House early this month. On 
Tuesday. June 5. the storm broke. John S. 
Letellier. president of the Fair Grounds. 
announced that his board of directors felt 
that they could not stand the increased tax. 
and rather than submit to it they would 
close the racing plant. 

Said Letellier: “We are firmly con- 
vinced that the steady increases of the past 
few years in revenue can be continued 
under the present tax structure and that 
an assured climb would mean that within 
2 years the state would be realizing as 
much revenue with the 13-per-cent. take- 
out as it will now with 17 per cent. 

“Fair Grounds patronage is 90 per cent 
local. We do not have the advantage of 
the large turnover of tourist trade enjoyed 
by such resorts as Miami and Los Angeles. 
The proposed 17-per-cent take-out 
soon would) become unbearable to the 
thousands of local patrons who come day 
after day. Our directors have made up 
their minds not to be parties to such an 
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excessive dip into the pockets of the public. 
who already is paying high taxes on the 
necessities of life.” 

He said any more tax would mean a 
deterioration of racing at the Fair Grounds, 
in which case “we feel it would be best to 
close down.” 

Lloyd Mistrot. president of the Louisiana 
division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association. wrote the governor 
that “racing cannot live with a 17 per cent 
take-out of the mutuel pool. The public 
just will not support it... . We. the horse- 
men. fully back [the Fair Grounds 
directors] and also will advise and recom- 
mend that all our members not ship to 
New Orleans this winter—and. if they 
must. to send only their cheap horses be- 
cause there will be a cheap meeting.” 

On June 7. Irving Gushen. HBPA presi- 
dent. sent Governor Long a 3-page tele- 
gram. in which he said it was his opinion 


that “instead of increasing the state’s share. 
such a bill is bound to result in the State 
of Louisiana receiving considerably less 
than the $1.938.000 that went to the State 
of Louisiana this year.” 

Gushen said that a 4-per-cent increase 
would cost horsemen approximately $250.- 
000 in purses. 

“The sport just will not support any 
further taxation. and the responsibility 
for its economic collapse will rest on the 
shoulders of those legislators who persist 
in voting for this type of taxation without 
regard for its effect.” he said. 

Amory Haskell. president of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations of the U. 
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S.. wired the governor that his organiza- 
tion was “very much disturbed.” 

“We urge you to oppose this legislation 
so that the great sport. ... may continue 
to improve in Louisiana as it has in the 
past.” he said. 

From James Herbuveaux. president of 
the Arizona Race Track Operators A-socia- 
tion. Governor Long received the follow- 
ing: 

“Because of the similarity of racing sea- 
sons it is probable that Thoroughbred rac- 
ing in Arizona would benefit more than 
any other area by the discontinuance. cur- 
tailment or otherwise weakening of the 
fine status this sport has achieved in 
Louisiana. This short-sighted view would 
be most natural to a poised vulture. but 
has no place in the thinking of Arizona 
state race track operators. The Arizona 
state legislature in 1951 wisely decreased— 
I repeat decreased—its share of the pari- 
mutuel revenue from Thoroughbred racing 
to enable operators to increase purse dis- 
tribution and enhance their facilities. This 
was the most important single factor in 
the resultant resurgence of racing in Ari- 
zona. far outstripping the national aver- 
age increase and that of Louisiana also. 
Moreover. it actually provided increased— 
I repeat increased—revenue to the state 
almest immediately. Substantiation of these 
statements is available in the official re- 
ports of the Arizona Racing Commission

CALIFORNIA 
Swaps’ World Record 


In the paddock before 
the running of the $52.550 Argonaut 
Handicap at Hollywood Park. trainer 
Meshach (Mish) Tenney. who had taken 
careful note of how fast the races had 
been run earlier in the day. predicted that 
Swaps would set a new world record. 

A few minutes later the great chestnut 
colt made Tenney a prophet of consider- 
able honor by running the mile in 1:3315 
—two-fifths of a faster than 
Citation’s record of 1:3335. hung up at 
Golden Gate Fields in 1950. His margin 
at the wire was a length and a quarter over 
Bobby Brocato. with Porterhouse. his con- 
queror in a stunning upset 2 weeks before 
in the Californian Stakes. another 6 lengths 
back in third place. This time Willie 
Shoemaker did not ease Swaps. and Por- 
terhouse was never what you could call 
a threat. 

Hollywood Park officials make a mis- 
take — at least. Tenney agrees with this 
reporter that it is a mistake — of tighten- 
ing their track on big days. On the after- 
noon of the Argonaut the track was faster 
than it had been all this season and just 
about on a par with its speed of last year. 
when it probably was the fastest track in 
America. 

Anyway. that was the setting for the 
Argonaut —a fast race track. and a won- 
derful horse right at his peak. 

Swaps carried 128 pounds and ran his 
quarters in :2225. :2245. :23585. and 
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second 


ever run by the mighty chestnut colt. 

“ve alwavs felt.” he added. “that the 
6-furlong race Swaps ran at Churchill 
Downs just prior to the Kentucky Derby 
was his best. But I'll have to change that 
estimate now. His race in the Argonaut 
required something. and it was really a 
great performance.” 

It was also the first time. in a race 
around 2 turns. that Swaps had gone 
right to the front. 


The Changing Tactics 


Of special significance in the Argonaut 
were the terrific speed of both Swaps and 
Bobby Brocato. and the change in strat- 
egy for the latter. In the Californian 
trainer Bill Molter and jockey Johnny 
Longden had learned they could not beat 
Swaps from the front end. so in the Argo- 
naut they tried rating their horse. They 
didn’t win. but Bobby Brocato ran a tre- 
mendous race and also beat Citation’s 
record. 

“We had a suspicion they might change 
Bobby Brocato’s running style.” Tenney 
said after it was over. “but it had no bear- 
ing on our plans. My only instructions 
to Shoemaker were to let Swaps run his 
usual race.” 

Longden. who usually bursts out of the 
gate on top with Bobby Brocato and drives 
for the lead going to the first turn. took 
back at the start to let Swaps set the 
pace. Moving along so smoothly and ef- 
fortlessly that he seemed only to be breez- 
ing. Swaps opened a lead of one length at 
the first turn. After a half-mile it was 2 
lengths. with *Poona II third and Karim 
and Porterhouse head-and-head. 7 lengths 
back. 

Going into the far turn, Longden made 
his bid with Bobby Brocato. He closed 
the gap to a length. then a half-length. 


then a neck. With a quarter-mile to go, 
Bobby Brocato was right there, and lad 
his big chance. 

Longden had used his whip freely. while 
Shoemaker had not yet touched Swaps 
with his. Shoemaker’s whip really was 
not needed. although for a moment a 
heavy tenseness hung over the 52.737 spee- 
tators. But then Swaps. still under a 
hand-ride by Shoemaker. began pulling 
away again — first a length. then another 
half. and still he was running easily. Just 
inside the last furlong pole. Swaps pricked 
his ears — probably at the starting gate 
-—and Shoemaker hit him. He continued 
to wave his whip at Swaps right down to 
the wire. 

Swaps closed at 1-5 on the board. and 
paid $2.40. There was a minus show pool 
of $30.84. The $29.750 that Swaps picked 
up lifted his earnings to $511.500. making 
him the second California-bred to win 
more than a half-million. On Trust retired 
with $554,125. 


“The Greatest Horse I’ve Ever Seen” 


Bill Molter echoed the sentiments of 
most horsemen at Hollywood Park. “That 
Swaps.” he said. “is the greatest horse 
Ive ever seen in my life.” 

“Swaps was not tired or blowing after 
the race.” owner Rex Ellsworth observed, 
“and | believe if Bobby Brocato had gone 
out and set his usual fast early pace, 
Swaps would have run even faster.” 

Ellsworth said that. if all continues 
well with Swaps. he hopes to keep the 
great colt racing through next year before 
retiring him. 

Returning to the subject of how fast 
the track was for the Argonaut. Tenney 
said its speed produces a situation similar 
to that which Hollywood Park had last 
summer. when cheap horses were setting 
all sorts of records. Then. when a really 
fine horse like Swaps comes along. nearly 
everyone credits his performance to the 
hard track. 

Swaps’ next start probably will be in 
the Inglewood Handicap at 1,); miles on 
June 23. After that he will be pointed 
for the American Handicap and the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup. A decision on the Sunset 
Handicap will be made later. 

When Hollywood Park closes. Swaps 
and his stablemates will move to Chicago, 
and will invade New York in the fall. 
If Swaps and Nashua ever are to meet 
again. that is where the encounter will 
take place. Rosert Hepert 


NEW YORK 
A Rainbow for the Winner 


New York. A pair of well-aged stakes 
events provided the biggest kick at Bel- 
mont Park as New York racing entered 
its tenth week of the 1956 season. On 
Saturday the Coaching Club American 
Oaks had its 40th running as America’s 
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longest and toughest test for 3-year-old 
fillies. Three days earlier the Juvenile 
Stakes. a much shorter race but twice as 
old as the Oaks. once again provided an 
excellent line on the 2-year-old situation in 
the East. 

In the Juvenile Wheatley Stable’s Bold 
Ruler won his fifth straight race and_ re- 
mained undefeated by holding a length 
margin over Leo Edwards’ King Hairan 
at the end of 5 furlongs. Within the mar- 
gin of a length at the completion of the 
Oaks there were 3 fillies. Mrs. Vernon 
G. Cardy’s Levee won by a neck over 
Calumet Farm’s Princess Turia. with Sam 
E. Wilson’s Lady Swords only a head 
back on the outside. 

Besides being a whale of a race. the 
Oaks was a triumph for (1) Canada and 
(2) horse-traders in general. Levee’s suc- 
cess was assisted by an all-Canadian team: 
owners Mr. and Mrs. Vernon G. Cardy. 
of Montreal. trainer Norman R. (Yorkie) 
McLeod. and jockey Hedley Woodhouse. 
of western Canada. Horse-trading fig- 
ured. since Levee had been obtained from 
Claiborne Farm as part of a trade which 
saw the Cardys get 3 fillies of racing age 
for one good broodmare prospect. 

The question was raised the day be- 
fore the race as to why the originator of 
traces for 3-year-old_ fillies had chosen 
the name Oaks. Why not an elm or even 
an aspen?’ State steward Francis P. Dunne 
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Owner Rex Ellsworth and trainer Meshach Tenney were more interested in Swaps’ legs than they were in the trophy 
after the Argonaut Handicap. Presenting the trophy to Ellsworth is TV star Desi Arnez. Mrs. Ellsworth is in the center. 


came out of the trustee’s room library 
and reported that the 12th Earl of Derby 
had an estate named The Oaks at Wood- 
mansterne in England. From the Ear! 
oi Derby came the various Derbys. and 
from his estate came the various Oaks. 

A race by any other name. however. 
could not have been better than the Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks of 1956. Prin- 
cess Turia was out to equal her predeces- 
sors. Real Delight and Wistful. in winning 
all 3 of the Oaks —the Kentucky Oaks 
and the Black Eyed Susan (nee the Pim- 
lico Oaks) already were hers. 

In another race in her skein of stakes 
Princess Turia had dead-heated with her 
stablemate Beyond. That was in the 
Acorn Stakes. and any observer who wit- 
nessed that race should have remembered 
Levee being taken back sharply when 
shut off along the rail with a half-mile to 
go and then making up ground on the 
leaders in the final furlongs. Evidently 
not enough of the Belmont crowd remem- 
bered. because the Calumet entry went 
away at 11-10 while Levee was fourth 
choice at 9-2 in the group of 9 fillies. 


Rating Under Difficulties 
If Hedley 


Woodhouse erred the 


Acorn. getting shut off on the rail. he 
more than made up for it in the Oaks. 
The short. husky rider did the best job 
of rating seen here this year, despite the 


fact that his saddle had slipped forward 
while there still were 6 furlongs to be run. 
This was an important three-quarters for 
Levee. for it was where most of the action 
took place. 

The Oaks starts at the 6-furlong pole 
en the Widener Course, joins the mile- 
and-an-eighth chute of the main track 
after a right-hand turn, and then follows 
the normal pattern for the remainder of 
the journey. 

For the first half of the 11-furlong 
trip Eddie Arearo had both rail positions: 
that is. starting from the middle of the 
pack Eddie broke Princess Turia on top 
and headed for the right-hand rail to cut 
that corner and then wound up on the 
left-hand rail of the main track. Eddie 
knows that the shortest distance between 
2 points is a straight line. 

The other fillies fell in line. but by 
the time the main track was reached 3 of 
them had pulled a half-dozen lengths away 
from the pack. Princess Turia had a 
slight advantage over Darby Dan’s Killar- 
ney Bey as Arcaro tried for a front-run- 
ning score. and Levee took the threaten- 
ing position right outside of them. Then 
the saddle slipped forward on Levee as 
Killarney Bey tired, and Woodhouse was 
forced to stand nearly straight in the sad- 
dle to get enough purchase to keep Levee 
from going to the front. 

Woodhouse managed to keep Levee a 
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head off the leader around the bend. and. 
while both fillies in front were taking a 
slight breather. Lady Swords closed rapid- 
ly from the second division to come into 
the stretch on nearly even terms. In the 
final quarter-mile these 3 fillies had a 
real horse race. 

Levee gained an advantage between 
ealls high in the stretch, where she drifted 
out slightly, but as yet Woodhouse had 
not gone to the whip. Arcaro’s persistent 
whipping brought Princess Turia back to 
the lead, and Paul Bailey's equally hard 
whacks made Lady Swords keep her mind 
on the task at hand. At the eighth-pole 
Woodhouse unlimbered the stick. Levee 
came away from the fillies on either side 
of her and held her advantage convine- 
ingly. 

Levee’s clocking of 2:16°5 was second 
only to Next Move’s 2:1545 among the 
many high-class fillies to take the Oaks. 
Beyond closed a gap to finish fourth. and 
Doubledogdare was a_ respectable fifth. 
The A. B. Hancock establishment thus 
had the pleasure of breeding the winner 
of a true “breeder's race” 
ing another home-bred give a creditable 
account of herself. King Ranch’s promis- 
ing Dotted Line could not keep up with 
the pace or close sufficient ground to 
threaten at any point. and was the only 
real disappointment of the Oaks. 

After the race there was ample color 
in the winner’s circle as the attractive 
Mrs. Cardy led Levee down a_bunting- 
lined lane. The red and white bunting 
of the Coaching Club was in evidence 
along the rails. Members and guests of 
the club wore carnations. The Cardys’ 
yellow silks with the red maple leaf added 
a little more color, and the spectrum was 
completed by the coat of many colors that 
trainer McLeod wore. Mr. Cardy had his 
usual red and yellow tie-and-shirt combina- 
tion, which comes close to matching his 
wife’s racing colors.

Summer Tan, Bold Ruler 


The Darby Dan Farm of John W. Gal- 
breath did not fare well in the Oaks— 
Killarney Bey faded to last—but earlier 
in the afternoon there was some compensa- 
tion. The Columbus owner. whose base- 
ball team is rising as rapidly as his big 
new building in New York. had a winner 
with his Fair Trial colt Land O’Peace. 
Then on Monday his wife’s Summer Tan 
finished comeback which 
should have some attractive chapters be- 
fore the year is out. 

Summer Tan fell prey to a sharpened 
Red Hannigan in his first outing since the 
1955 Kentucky Derby, when he was third 
to Swaps and Nashua. The 4-year-old 
*Heliopolis colt looked good enough to 
suggest that he may show again the excep- 
tional form of his 2-year-old season. 

Trainer Sherrill Ward sent Summer Tan 
to the post in excellent flesh and fettle. 
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The big colt was a bit nervous in the 
saddling shed. and needed to be walked a 
few turns before the tack could be placed 
on him, but after that he was all business. 
His legs show the marks of the firing irons, 
which corrected the osselet trouble: but 
there was no other evidence, except a little 
excess flesh. to say that he had been away 
for so long. 

He ran like a fresh horse. Under 124 
pounds. he was first out of the gate. and 
stayed near the pace throughout the 6 fur- 
He overtook the leaders handily. 
with Erie Guerin tapping him and hand- 
riding. But once in front he seemed to 
take hold of himself. and was not quite a 
match for the late rush of Red Hannigan. 
It would be hard to say. however. that 
running within three-fifths of a track 
mark in the first start in 13 months was 
not a good effort. It was a corker. 

When Erie Guerin took Summer Tan for 
the few turns of the walking ring before 
the race. an interested spectator was Frank 
FE. (Jimmy) Kilroe. who had placed Sum- 
mer Tan a pound higher than Nashua in 


longs. 


his first Experimental Handicap 2 years 
Guerin asked Kilroe to look some- 
where else and not to stare so hard at his 
mount. What Kilroe saw will be reflect- 
ed in pounds when the weights for the 
$50.000 Carter Handicap come out. The 
7-furlong sprint. scheduled for June 30. 
at the moment seems likely to be Summer 
Tan's objective. 

In the Juvenile. Bold Ruler had as much 
trouble with King Hairan as Nashua did 
2 years ago with Summer Tan—but in both 
cases the colt trained by Jim Fitzsimmons 
came out on top. Bold Ruler doubled his 
earnings with the purse of $21.700. but 
he must have trebled his reputation from 
the number of compliments which were 
thrown at him the next day. He ran one- 
fifth slower than the track mark of :55+45. 
set by Jet Master. and he beat his oppon- 
ents soundly. Par O'BRIEN

The Second Winn 


Matt Winn Willigmson. grandson of 
the late Col. Matt Winn. was elected to 
the board of directors of Churchill Downs 
last week at a meeting described by direc- 
tor Thomas Graham as “a little unamic- 
able.”

At the meeting it was voted to decrease 
the number of directors from 19 to 13. The 
death of William G. Simpson on May 3] 
had left one vacancy on the board. and 
Williamson was elected to fill this posi. 
tion. The 6 directors who were elimiiated: 
Charles 1. Dawson. who remains as general 
counsel; Sam McMeekin. who retired from 
Churchill Downs this year as secretary 
and presiding steward: Russell Sweeney, 
who remains as resident manager: Arthur

Thoroughbred breeder who has moved to 
Florida: and Donald McDonald Jr..

Because of the high cost of 
maintenance, the directors voted to put 
Douglas Park on the market for a_ price 
of $1.000.000. Loeated in South Louisville, 
the old track is regarded as an excellent 
industrial site.

Swaps broke out of the gate like a rocket. and 
from the beginning of the Argonaut Handicap it 
was clear that he and Bobby Brocato were go'ng 
to have it out.

French Week at Epsom 


Last week the English took one of their 
worst lacings on home ground since 1066. 
French colts were first and second in the 
Derby with an Irisher third. French fillies 
were first and second in the Oaks. with 
an English-bred. French-trained filly in 
third place. Between the 2  3-year-old 
classics at Epsom a French horse was vic- 
torious in the Coronation Cup. It was 
the third time since the war that French 
horses had won both the Derby and Oaks. 
but they never had dominated the situation 
more completely. 

The Derby of June 6 (The Blood-Horse, 
June 9) found Pierre Wertheimer’s Lavan- 
din. the 7-to-1 favorite, winning a photo 
decision over Ralph Beaver Strassburger’s 
Montaval. with Joseph McGrath's Roistar 
2 lengths back. Montaval is a son of 
*Norseman. which returns to France this 
year after a 3-year stay at Leslie Combs 
II's Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. and Roi- 
star is by Aretie Star, which moves to 
Spendthrift in 1957.

HANOVER 


. HANOVER, ch., 1884-1899, by Hindoo—Bourbon Belle, by *Bonnie Scotland. 


It is difficult to name a year in American racing history in 
which four horses were foaled equal in class to the four 
of 1884: Tremont, Kingston, Firenze, and Hanover. Tremont 
is considered by most authorities as our greatest 2-year-old, 
unbeaten in 13 starts (nine of which came in a period of 
2% days); Kingston won 89 races, more than any other 
horse in the world, and was leading sire for two seasons; 
Firenze won 48 races, lowered two world records for 1% 
miles running against colts, and is ranked with Miss Wood- 
ford as one of our greatest race mares; and Hanover was 
best of the lot. 


Hanover was foaled April 3, 1884, at Runnymede Farm 
near Paris, Ky., bred by Col. E. F. Clay and Catesby Wood- 
ford, and sold the following year for $1,350 to the Dwyer 
Brothers. He was an unusually large, clumsy yearling and 
when he beat his stablemate Tremont in a trial work, it was 
considered a fluke. Tremont had a lock on all the 2-year-old 
stakes so Hanover made only three starts late in the season, 
all of which he won. From the frequency with which the 
Dwyer Brothers ran their horses, it may be assumed they 
were more concerned with the outcome of a wager than the 
welfare of their horses. In 1885, the great trainer James 
Rowe fell out with the Dwyers over the training of Miss 
Woodford and foreman Frank McCabe was put in charge of 
the stable. Hanover fortunately grew into himself during 
the winter of his 2-year-old year and emerged a handsome, 
robust animal, well suited for the Dwyers-type campaign. 


From the start of the season, on May 17, to July 26, Hanover 
won 14 straight important stakes, stretching his string of 
consecutive victories to 17, one less than that of his sire 
Hindoo. On July 30, Hanover probably was a little stale and 
failed to give Laggard 17 lbs. in the Raritan S. in which he 
met his first defeat. After an 1ll-day rest, Hanover won 
two more then lost the Omnibus S. by a head to Laggard, 
the Choice S. by a neck to Banburg. 


Turf, Field and Farm’s correspondent wrote: ‘“Hanover’s 
third defeat will probably at last open the eyes of his owners 
to the fact, which has been apparent to everyone else for a 


month, that their colt is not only out of condition, but that 
something is radically wrong... he has been set a task 
never before asked of a 3-year-old either in this country or 
England. How well he has responded the records show.” 


Hanover got a month’s rest, then was badly beaten in the 
First Special at Gravesend, won the Second, was badly beaten 
in the Jerome S., then won the Breckenridge and the 2-mile 
Dixie S. He lost two purses at Washington, D. C., and won 
his final outing of the year for a record of 20 wins in 27 
starts at 3. Bothered by a bad foot, Hanover made only 
three starts at 4 and finished second in all of them. As a 
consequence, the Dwyers had him “nerved”, that is, the nerve 
leading from the injured foot was removed so that the trouble 
remained but Hanover felt no pain from it. In this manner 
the Dwyers got 17 races out of him at 5, nine of which he 
won. On Sept. 2, 1889, Hanover lost a 5%-furlong affair to 
an indifferent horse, and his owners probably felt that three 
legs were no longer worth a bet. The iron horse was retired 
with 32 wins in 50 starts, as America’s leading money winner 
($118,887). He was sold to Col. Milton Young (breeder 
of Broomstick) for $15,000 worth of yearlings and stood at 
McGrathiana Stud near Lexington, Ky. 


He was an immediate success at stud, leading the sire list 
with only two crops to race, and he held the top position for 
four straight years. He sent to the races Hamburg, Abe 
Frank, Compute, Handspring, Homespun, Handsome, Halma, 
Ben Holladay, Yankee, The Commoner, and many other out- 
standing horses. 

Hanover developed stomach trouble in December 1898, 
the last year he led the sire list, and his food was re- 
stricted. The big horse, always a good doer, stamped 
his foot in the stall in protest. In absence of normal pain 
warnings because of the nerving, he broke his coffin bone. 
Decomposition of the cartilage set in, followed by gangrene, 
and Hanover was humanely destroyed March 23, 1899. His 
name lives on today in pedigrees of hundreds of America’s 
and England’s best horses. The last sire of Hanover’s tail- 
male line to exert any influence was Wise Counsellor, leading 
sire of 2-year-olds in 1934 and 1938.
